While the mother was engaged, the 
little one evidently wente upstairs to 
play with the baby and, finding some 
inatches, started the fire. When Mrs. 
Parkinson discovered the blaze, her 
first thought was for the children. The 
upper part of the house was on fire but 
Mrs. Parkinson bravely crept up the 
stairway and made frantic efforts to 
find them, Unable to see on account 
of the blinding smoke she, felt around 
with her hands hoping to touch the 
children. Not finding them she ran 
downstairs, thinking that after all they 
might have escaped but net seeing 
them near, realized that after all they 
were in the upper story and probably 
dead, The shock was too much for 
her and she fainted. : 

A little later still in an unconscious 
condition, she was found by the neigh- 
bors, Who were BSummuned to the scene 
| by the burning building. They rush- 
ed her to the city and put her under 
a doctor’s care. According tu latest 
reports, her wounds although serious, 
are not likely to prove fatal.

London, Sept. 28.—The past 48 hours have witnessed many scones of ex: 
traordinary activity wherever antagonists faced each other in the great thea- 
ters of Europe's war, but none of these encounters apparently has been deci- 
sive. The official communications of yesterday stated that the attack on the 
German right has made a distinct advance, and this version is supported by 
official Berlin advices, which state that the allies have made extensive advances 
against the German extreme right. 

The Belgians have retaliated against the t)--at of the Germans to bring 
up their great siege guns before Antwerp by m-’.ing desperate sorties, 

Along the great western battle line itself the struggle still continues to be 
general with the most determiend attacks being made on each flank. Both 
‘ sides evidently have realized that mass attacks in the center are futile in the 

present exhausted state of the armies. 

Another manifestation of the week end has been the renewal of aerial ac- 

tivity by Germany. Zeppelins and aeroplanes have been out in force, apparent- 
ly for scouting work, but indulging in bomb dropping wherever feasible. 


EMPEROR IN EAST PRUSSIA. 


From the cast come reports of actions from almost every section of the 
Russian frontier. Emperor William is reported to be in East Prussia and the 
German offensive probably under his eyes has recommenced against seners! 
Rennenkampf. Petrograd believes that this movement, because of its limite 
front, is a diversion to relieve the threatened German line from Kalisz to 
Cracow. 

The Austrian forces are still retiring on Cracow and besides have taken 
some of the forts around Przemysl, the Russian cavalry is said to be pouring 
through the defiles of the Carpathians onto the plains of Hungary. Although 
the success of this latter movement is officially denied from Budapest which 
announces that the repeated attempts of the Russian cavalry to enter the coun- 
try have been repulsed, hurried efforts are being made along the Austrian fron- 
tier to strengthen the garrisons and fortresses. 


AIMED AT ITALY. 


This is aimed quite as much against Italy as Russia. For instance this 
one hundred thousand troops taken from Trent at the beginning of the war, 
have been replaced by Hungarians and all 18 forts of the first line of defense 
are being brought into the highest stato of repairs while the second defense 
commanding the passes, have been reinforced by additional redoubts. Electri¢ 
currents are a marked feature of the defensive arrangements. Wires have 
been laid over all the strategio points on the frontier, and these connect with 
a power station at Riva. 

Twelve heavy mortars which were sent to help the Germans havo been re- 
ca[led and have been hastily installed in the frontier forts making them a for- 
midable obstacle,

NEW ZEALANDER WELL 
PLEASED WITH DISTRICT 


That settlers who come to the Ed- 
monton district are more than pleased 
with conditions, land and everything 
else when they get here, was evidenc- 
ed when John Hodginson, formerly of 
New Zealand, visited the offices of the 
city Industrial commissioner and told 
how ho was getting along.

In other wards, with Britain in command of the seas, and pre- 


suming that Russian, German, French, Hungarian, Turkish and Rou- 
manian wheat were closed off, Canada would come within a very few 
million bushels of making up the difference by simply deflecting her 
‘other country” shipments to Britain. 

As Britain herself grows 65 million bushels per annum, in which 
there is always some elasticity—as every farmer knows who has swept 
his grainery to get the last kernel into a bull market—there is no 
danger whatever of Britain being unable to get the wheat so long as 
She controls the sea. 

In the meantime, Britain’s export business is going forward 
much as usual. She loses the continental market and the over-seas 
market is undoubtedly curtailed to quite an extent by the war, but 
whatever markets there are, are open to her, and out of these exports 
and the interest on her foreier investments, she pays for her wheat. 
In fact, even in face of the war and ine high price of produce, the 
balance on exchange between Britain and United States—the heaviest 
exporter of food products to Britain—is very largely in Britain’s 
favor.

TRAFALGAR DAY 
TO BE CELEBRATED 


Patriotic Ceremony Will Be 
Held in Edmonton on 
October 21 


GOOD PROGRAM ARRANGED 


Late Lord Strathcona Shields 
To Be Given To 
Schools 


Trafalgar day, October”21, has been 
fixed for a great provincial ceremony 
to be held at Edmonton,*for the pre- 
sentation of the late Lord Strathcona's 
Nelson shields to the unlyersity, col- 
leges and schools of the capital. 

For a few days before the event the 
whole series of over 50 shields and oth- 
er historical trophies will be displayed 
at the Hudson's Bay store. Similar ex- 
hibitions in Toronto, Winnipeg, Hall- 
fax, Montreal, Regina and other cities 
drew enormous crowds to see them, 
They are made of the metal from Lord 
Nelson's own flazships, donated to the 
British and Foreign Sailors’ soclety by 
the lords of the admiralty, by command 
of the late King Edward, whose Royal 
monogram “E.R. VII." is stamped on 
every authorized shield, trophy and 
souvenir, A brilliant patriotic program 
has been arranged for the occasion. 

Any public school in the province, 2 
which has not yet received a Nelson 
shield, should communicate with the 
commissioner, Rey. Alfred Hall, at 510 
Ontario street, Toronto, as only a few 
shields are left, and the movement ts 
belng brought to a close. 

A commemorative bust of Lord Nel- 
son, mounted on a pillar of “Victory” 
oak, with a base representing the four 
Landseer lions, as in Trafalgar square, 
London, will be presented to the pro- 
vinctal legislature and has been accept- 
ed by the government. This ceremony 
Will also take place on or about Tra- 
falgar day. 

The Commissioner is expected to ar- 
rive in the city on Thursday, Oct. 8.
